Students arc divided into four groups for deportment ratings; GROUP 3 indicates aggressive, loyal, continuous cooperation 
with pupils, teachers and others in our school family ; .GROUP 2 indicates a fair degree of cooperation, not so aggressive, not 
so complete and continuous as Group L Weakness may be due to lack of self-control or to lack of impelling desire to cooperate; 
GROUP 3 indicates failure in cooperation because pupil is careless, thoughtless, influenced by his fellows or controlled by circum¬ 
stances; GROUP 4 indicates failure in cooperation because pupil is reckless, selfish, wilful, or because he ignores rights of others,
